Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
of  the  District  in  1965  and  hope  that  this  will  again  he  found  a 
useful  source  of  ea.sy  reference. 

The  mid-year  estimated  population  of  3*710  is  increase  of 
30  on  1964  figures.  The  55  births  and  73  deaths  give  adjusted  rates 
of  lG.6  (Birth)  and  15*3  (Death)  to  compare  with  national  rates  of  lo.l 
and  11.5  respectively.  As  members  will  appreciate  it  is  unwise  to 
attempt  to  draw  conclusions  from  minor  variations  in  birth  and  mortality 
rates  in  a  small  district  from  year  to  year,  and  one  must  look  more  for 
patterns  of  change  over  a  decade  or  more. 

There  was  again  a  reduction  in  notifications  of  infectious 
disease  due  to  a  very  low  incidence  of  measles  during  the  year,  and 
you  may  regard  the  total  notifications  (23)  a 3  indicative  of  a  generally 
satisfactory  state,  although  one  must  always  vie7./  both  food  poisoning 
and  dysentery  with  some  concern. 

So  new  houses  were  completed  in  the  District  in  19o5  and  36 
houses  demolished  under  Section  1?  Housing  Act  procedure.  Mo  clearance 
areas  were  represented  and,  by  reason  of  his  many  other  urgent 
commitments,  your  Public  Health  Inspector  was  not  able  to  bring  forward 
his  firm  proposals  for  a  first  smoke  control  area,  but  these  have  since 
been  laid  before  you.

to  the  County  Fublic  Health  and  Housing  Committee.  This  extremely 
valuable  document  is  essentially  a  critical  appraisal  by  expert 
technical  staff  and  drew  attention  to  the  principal  problems  found 
by  the  District  in  environmental  hygiene.  Cne  item  of  principal  concern 
to  which  your  Public  Health  Inspector  draws  attention  later  in  this 
report  is  the  urgent  need  to  secure  tipping  facilities  at  Sirks  Quarry 
as  soon  as  possible. 

Before  concluding  this  letter  I  would  like  to  express  r.y  thanks 
to  Dr.  Poster,  formally  your  Deputy  H.C.H. ,  who  resigned  in  October  to 
take  up  a  more  senior  appointment  in  the  Ashton  area.  I  would  also 
express  my  thanks  to  Miss  formal d  for  her  long  service  to  the  Fublic 
Health  Department. 

Finally  Mr.  Chairman,  I  must  thank  you  and  your  Committee  for 
your  support  during  the  year  and  a.lso  the  Clerk  and  Mr.  Rustidge  for 
their  ever- ,/illing  assistance,  not  least  in  the  preparation  of  this 
report.
